Proponen evitar cierre de la 
última planta automotriz en CA 


En un intento por evitar el cierre de la última planta fabricante 
de automóviles en California, varios legisladores estatales pre- 
sentaron una serie de propuestas que, de se aprobadas, ofrecerían 
incentivos fuera de lo común. La planta New United Motor 
Manufactuing Inc. (NUMMI) de Toyota en la Ciudad de Fremont 
enfrenta la posibilidad de cerrar sus puertas próximamente debido 
a la bancarrota de su socio, General Motors, y el alto costo de ope- 
rar las instalaciones. El cierre dejaría a unos 4,700 trabajadores 
sin empleo, y afectaría directamente a otros 20,000 trabajadores 
de industrias relacionadas a través del estado, así como a más de 
1,000 abastecedores. 

La empresa tiene una nómina anual de 523 millones de dólares 
y ofrece salarios promedio de 60,000 dólares al año, más benefi- 
cios como cobertura médica y jubilación. Asimismo, de perderse 
los casi 5,000 empleos de la planta, la economía en Fremont vería 
una pérdida de más de 40 millones de dólares al año. Las medidas,

Un Comité del Senado de

“Pensamos que era Migración y 
echamos a correr por el bosque”, 
cuenta M. en entrevista con Efe, 
quien asegura que sólo querían 
llegar a EE.UU. para ganar dinero 
y ayudar a sus niños, de 8 y 12 años, 
que dejaron en El Salvador.

Una visa o visado es una norma 
entre países que tiene como objetivo 
legalizar una entrada o una estancia 
de personas a un país donde éste no 
tenga nacionalidad o libre tránsito. 
Este documento se coloca adjunto 
a los pasaportes por las autoridades 
para indicar que este ha sido exa- 
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minado y considerado válido para 
las personas que entran o salen de 
un país. 

El otorgamiento de visas a 
mexicanos para viajar a otros países 
no es facultad de la Secretaríma de 
Relaciones Exteriores, sin embargo 
si podemos otorgar un listado de 
países que solicitan visa a naciona- 
les mexicanos. 

Los requisitos son diferentes 
para cada país, por tal motivo es 
importante asegurar en primer 
instancia los trámites que necesita 
hacer para emigrar a otro país, ya 
sea como turista, estudiante, por 
negocios, trabajo o por diferentes 
motivos, además recuerde que 
usted debe realizar los trámites en 
su país de residencia legal o en la 
Embajada o Consulado del país que 
planea visitar.
